The other woman, also wearing a richly 
inked rose-patterned sash, is standing on a blue checkered floor and holding a letter 
or slender book. Accompanied by a letter from Dr. Stuart Frank authenticating the 
work as that of Enos.

Manuel Enos (1826-1915) is widely considered a master scrimshander but his pieces 
rarely come to market. A pair with portraits of women in similarly patterned dresses were 
part of the Thomas Mittler Scrimshaw Collection, sold at Eldred’s, Marine Art Auction, 
October 15, 2016, Lot #33. The pair was illustrated in Through the Eyes of a Collector 
by Nina Hellman (2015), fig. 43. Other examples are part of the New Bedford Whaling 
Museum and the Cold Spring Harbor Whaling Museum and Education Center. 


Enos, known as “Big Manuel’, led a life as colorful as his scrimshaw. He was born in 

the Azores and sailed on whaling voyages aboard the Huntsville and Sheffield of Cold 
Spring Harbor, Long Island, New York, then as first mate and captain aboard the Java 

of New Bedford on voyages from 1860 to 1864 and 1864 to 1869. He took a break 
from whaling until 1877 and was thought to have perished at sea in 1878, but it was 
later discovered he started a new life in Chile, with a new name and a new wife. More 
biographical information can be found in Scrimshaw and Provenance: A Third Dictionary 
of Scrimshaw Artists by Stuart M. Frank (Mystic, Ct.: Stuart M. Frank and Mystic Seaport 
Museum, 2013), p. 89-92.

The eagle is surrounded by sun rays, American 
flags and red-centered stars, and the shield balances atop a 
hemisphere. Reverse depicts a side-wheel steamboat flying 
a red, white and blue flag, believed to be the Confederate 
“Stars and Bars”, and with smoke billowing from its twin 
stacks. Line, sawtooth and diamond borders encircle the 
base.

The obverse image bears similarities to several Civil War-era 
Union cachets (decorated envelopes and letterhead). 


Steamboats were critically important to the Confederacy, 

as they provided rapid movement of heavy cargo, both 
military and commercial, up and down inland waterways. 
The image on the reverse resembles the print “Flagship of 
the ‘Home Squadron’, the Confederate States War Steamer 
[...] July 20, 1861” and some magazine illustrations depicting 
the steamship Sultana, which exploded and sank on the 
Mississippi River just north of Memphis on April 27, 1865, 
killing more than 1,000 people. While the Sultana explosion 
is still one of the worst maritime disasters in American history, 
the event was overshadowed in the news by the end of the 
Civil War and the assassination of Abraham Lincoln. The ship 
was filled over capacity, mostly with Union soldiers who had 
been released from Confederate prison camps, and the scant 
number of survivors were rescued by local residents, many of 


whom had recently been Confederate soldiers.

The Massachusetts Charitable Mechanic Association was 
established in 1795 in Boston, formed to “promote the mechanic 
arts and extending the practice of benevolence”. Founders included 
tailors, bakers, masons, sailmakers and assorted other tradesmen, 
notably Paul Revere. Throughout the 19th Century the association 
organized exhibitions devoted to innovations in the mechanical arts, 
with the Thirteenth Exhibition occurring in 1878. The association's 
charitable endeavors include raising funds to build the Bunker 

Hill Monument and promoting efforts to expand educational 
opportunities for apprentices.

William K. Morgan, a sailor from New Haven, Connecticut, set out to make his fortune during the 
California Gold Rush. Like many “Forty-Niners", Morgan was soon nearly broke, and he then decided 

to travel to the South Pacific to purchase coconuts and pigs to bring back to California and resell to the 
miners. During this speculation trip he stopped in January 1852 at Fanning Island, a popular port for 
whalers to acquire provisions while traveling between the Sandwich Islands and New Zealand. Here he 
met a “Crusoe-like” character from whom he purchased this mantel ornament. 


Morgan returned to California with his mantel ornament, coconuts and pigs, made very little money from 
his wares, shipped the mantel ornament home to Connecticut, and eventually returned home himself to 
take up farming. 


The “Crusoe-like” character Morgan encountered has been identified by Dr. Stuart Frank as David 
Leander “Delia” Williston, a whaleman from Rhode Island. Following an 1843-1846 voyage aboard 
the New Bedford brig Sarah Louise, Williston sailed on the ship Logan, which departed New Bedford in 
1847. Crew lists for that voyage, which lasted until 1851, indicate Williston abandoned ship, probably 
around 1850. He apparently married a Kanaka woman and made his way to Fanning Island. Records 
show he had returned to the mainland and was living in San Francisco in 1875, where he remained until 
his death in 1899. 


A presentation on the Fanning Island Artist was given at the 2012 Scrimshaw Weekend symposium and 
an article in the Winter/Spring 2020 issue of the Scrimshaw Observer discusses Dr. Frank's research that 
led to the Williston identification. Another example by the Fanning Island Artist is in the New Bedford 
Whaling Museum collection and a mantel ornament similar to this one is illustrated in Wandering 
Whalemen and Their Art: A Collection of Scrimshaw Masterpieces by Alan Granby (Hyannis Port, 
Mass.:, 2021), p. 268, fig. 14.51.

Andrew Jackson Sandsbury (1830-1902) is considered one of the leading Nantucket basket makers. He 
spent nearly his entire life at sea, first in the whaling trade and then stationed aboard Nantucket's South 
Shoal Lightship. During his 21 years aboard the ship, 12 as captain, Sandsbury wove baskets during 

his downtime alongside Thomas S. James and Davis Hall, both also renowned for the craft. Sandsbury 
retired from duty aboard the South Shoal Lightship after it was set adrift during a blizzard in March 1892 
and stranded off Martha's Vineyard for weeks, during which half his crew died of starvation. Sandsbury 
then served as keeper of the Brant Point Lighthouse from May 1892 to March 1898.

Like many maritime artists, Thomas Hoyne painted scenes that reflected 
his poetic feelings about the sea and the vessels that roam the oceans, 
although his work also exhibits superior accuracy and meticulous detail.

Massachusetts, 1848-1921 
In our opinion, a work made in the style of the artist listed, most 
likely by a follower or student. 


D. SCHOOL OF LEMUEL D. ELDRED 
Late 19th Century 
In our opinion, a work executed at the time and in the style of the 
artist listed. 


E. AFTER LEMUEL D. ELDRED 
20th Century 
In our opinion, a work made in the style of the artist listed, but 
not by the artist. Often used to describe a direct reproduction of an 
original work of art. 


Ascribing Date of Origin 


If a date and location are included in a heading, it is our opinion the 
piece is essentially of the period and was made in the area indicated.
